tics, as unfolded to Taz Trisune correspond- 


ent, isa remarkable one. Yet every detail 
can be taken as absolutely correct, and the 
Alliance leaders will be slow to deny the ex- 
istence of the secret oath-bound order within 
the party. Congressman Livingston of 
Se Lecturer Willetts, Hen Ter- 
rell of Texas, and Jerry Simpson can en- 
lighten the public if they will. Maybe Chair- 
man Taubeneck has also heard of it. 

Time and again it has been charged by the 
politicians of the two old parties that the or- 
der of the National Alliance and Industrial 
‘Union was being manipulated by certain of 
its leaders for their personal aggrandizement 
and preferment, but not until a few days ago 
were these complaints and charges verified, 
and the motor, the whee] within a wheel, by 
which the mass of Alliance men are moved, 
fully exposed. 

The story is a strange one, and goes to 
illustrate the folly of the farmers in allowing 
themselves to become bodily incorporated 
into an order whose work is hidden from 
sight and whose public demands are both un- 
just and unreasonable. 

This wheel within the Alliance wheel is a 
preferred oath-bound society, to the few 
known as the Band of Gideon,“ which was 
organized by Dr. Macune and others at the 
Ocala meeting two years ago. It was duly 
officered at that meeting and embraces 
in its membership all, or nearly all, of the 
Alliance leaders. Its object is to strike the 
two old political parties wherever they may 
bein control. The plan of this secret society 
as laid down by Macune, its originator, is 
a simple one, but the results expected were 
to be widespread. It contemplates the rais- 
ing of a political legion of 300 men in each 
Congressional district in the Union. 

This secret inter-society seems to have been 
suggested by the biblical legend laid down in 
the book of Judges, wherein is recited the 
story of the overthrow of the Midianite and 
Amalekite host and the deliverance of Israel 
under the leadership of Jerubbaal, who is 
Gideon. 

Text of the Iron-Bound Obligation. 


Not even the despised “Know-Nothings” } 


ever adopted an oath so sweeping as the one 
given below. The Gideons are not only re- 
quired to subscribe to it but to pledge their 
lives to obey it. The form is a copy of those 
printed for general use throughout the coun- 
try. It runs thus: 

5 „ a free citizen of this republic, do 
hereby, in the presence of God and these wit- 
nesses, solemnly swear never to reveal to any 
human being on earth any of the signs or secrets 
of this order or the existence of the same. 

That I will not divulge by any means calculated 
to.convey an idea, either directly or indirectly, 
thy name of any person belonging to this order, 
or the method by which its work is conducted 
» or any work that has been done or accomplished 
or sought to be accomplished. 

That I will implicitly obey all laws, rules, and 
regulations of this order and unquestioningly 
carry out all instructions and commands from 
superior officers. * 

That I will, without any evasion or mental 
reservation whatever, speak the exact truth when 
3 * with a brother of this order under 


That I will immediately, upon receipt of any in- 
formation which leads me to suspect the fidelity 
to the cause or integrity of any brother, report 
the same to my superior officers. 

That I will not make or preserve for my own 
use or gratification any written or other evidence 

to convey the names of brothers, or 
pom grips; pass words, or other secrets of this 


* I will never propose any one for member- 
ship who is not honest, faithful, true, and devoted 
tothe cause which we cspouse. 

That I will labor for the accomplishment of in- 
dustrial freedom from monopolistic greed. 

That I will, upon any and all occasions, defend 
the principles of this order and the good name of 

the members thereof. 

To all of which I most solemniy swear and sign 
my name, binding myself under no less penalty 
than that of being held up to the contempt of all 
mankind. And I further pledge my life, my lib- 
erty, and my sacred honor, and should I steeped 
break this oath I hereby surrender my body to 
the just vengeance of the members of this order.

g Accompanying this oath is the printed in- 
itiatory form used when a new member or 

members are to be installed. An idea of the

You are about to enter an organization that de- 
pends more upon the zeal, fidelity, and devotion 
of its members than upon their number. It is 
bound together by a solemn compact in which 
each member joins in a pledge of secrecy and loy- 
_ alty as strong as can be ex in language. 
The object is to secure a small band, devoted 
to the cause of humanity, the members of which

The G sball be the superior officer in each Con- 
gressional district, and shall have full power to 
call meetings whenever the good of the order de- 
mands; and each member shall report promptly 
to him, and he will be held personally responsible 
for all initiations and the work done in his dis- 
trict. He will receive instrucubns from G. B, or 
J during an interval of any session. 

The initiation fee, $2, and quarterly dues, 50 
cents, for each member of the 300, must be paid in 
advance to the G. who will remit on the first of 
each quarter, with his report, one-half the fees 
and dues to the National Secretary, P. O. box 13, 
New York. 

In every instance the majority must rule, and it 
must be full, free action. As the success of our 
mission depends upon the courage and fidelity of 
its members, each G will see that only the very 
best material shall constitute his 300, and that 
these shall be properly distributed throughout 
his district. 

J shall, upon receipt of information, call the 
G’s of any State together, whenever any question 
of interest to that State demands such a meeting. 
G B shall be convened by J whenever questions of 
national concern, or affecting two or more States, 
demand such a meeting. 

Each 300 may adopt such rules and regulations 
as may be necessary for its government, the same 
to be submitted to J for approval before going 
into effect. Each G shall be appointed by J, and 
shall hold office during faithful performance of 
duty and the consent of his 300. 

Those Chosen as Charter Officers. 


As has been stated, this Gideon’s band was 
originated by Dr. Macune at the Ucala meet- 
ing, and the organization was there perfected, 
only the most trusted leaders being qualifiea. 
Col, Livingston of Georgia, the present Con- 
gressional Representative from the Atlanta 
District, and at that period the President of 
the Georgia State Alliance, was chosen as the 


urer. The charter membership embraced all 
or nearly all of the men who have lately be- 
come the political beneficiaries of the Alliance 
or who have been prominent in its counsels. 
Dr. Macune, Ben Terrell, Sledge 
Gwynne, and Tillman of South Carolina, Liv- 
ingston of Georgia, Willetts, the National 
Lecturer; Jack Turner, the National Secre- 
tary; Oswald Wilson, Jerry Simpson, Mrs. 
Lease, Chairmah Taubeneck, in fact all the 
bright shining lights of the.order were advised 
of the existence of this inner political ma- 
chine. They were invited to sign the pledge 
and to become the stockholders of its secret 
work and influence. 

People who are familiar with the political 
revolution in the Atlanta district two years 
ago, by which Col. Livingstod unhorsed and 
drove from the political field Judge John. D. 
Stewart, one of the most popular members of 
the Georgia Congressional delegation, attrib- 
ute his phenomenal success to the existence 
of a Band of Gideon in that district 
commanded by Gideon, the Mighty Chief, in 
person. Not a whit less remarkable was Liv- 
ingstén’s victory two weeks ago over one of 
the most distinguished lawyers at the Atlanta 
bar, Judge George W. Hiilyer, who offered 
himself as the Democratic candidate against 
the redoubtable Alliance man. In only one 
county of that populous district. the county 
in which Atlanta is located, did Hillyer 
achieve a success. The country counties, 
manipulated, it is believed, by this secret 
band, gave Livingston phenomenally large 
majorities, and his antagonist, amazed and 
disheartened, withdrew from the unequal con- 
test. 

It is not know at this time who are the of- 
ficers of the Band of Gideon. Col. Livingston 
resigned his commission as Jerubbaal at the 
St. Louis convention, and his successor was 
chosen. Oswald Wilson resigned his commis- 
sion as Treasurer at the same time and his 
successor -was named. 

It is a mighty order, having its ramifications 
in every Congressional district where the Al- 
liance gonfalon has been flung to the winds, 
and it will make its sinister influence felt ir 
the Congressional elections this fall as well as 
in the Presidential election.

What Promoters of the New Labrador 
Railway Say They Can Do. 
Quespec, Aug. 14.—The shortening of the 
transatlantic passage to a three days’ voyage 
is the inducement now held out tothe Cana- 
dian Government by the promoters of the 
new Labrador railway scheme. The proposal 
involves the establishment of an ocean steam- 
ship port at Port Manahan, which is situated 
on Lewis inlet, about sixty miles north of the 
straits of Belle Isle. It is Claimed that the 
short crossing between Port Manahan and Mil- 
ford Haven in Wales could be easily 
made in seventy-two hours by the greyhounds 
now running between New York and Liver- 
pool, It is. claimed by the authors of the 
schéme that during the season of navigation 
almost all the mails between Europe and 
America, as well as the bulk of the passenger 
trade, would follow the shortest existing 
Public interest in the plan has been 
awakened in Canada by the publication of 
the report of a survey for a line of railway 
from Quebec to Labrador. The weat- 
ward connections of the projected line 
would be more easily controlled by the North- 
ern Pacific people than by anybody else, and

MAY BE A MURDER. 


MYSTERIOUS EVENTS AND A FIRE 
ON THE SHERIDAN ROAD, 


4 Man and Woman in a Furiously Driven 
Buggy~What Two Young Men Saw and 
Heard at Sweeney’s School-House— 
Erightened by a Cry for Help—The 
Building | to the Ground—Jus- 
tice Woh k’s Strange Visitor and 
His Stranger Mutterings. 

Justice Paul Wohl bruck and Town Marshal 
Gordon of Fort Sheridan held a hasty con- 
ference yesterday afternoon. As a result the 
latter will commence an investigation today 
of what several citizens of the suburb believe 
to have been à crime. Whether or not 
credence can be put upon statements made 
by three men, and a combination of peculiar 
circumstances furnished by one other and 
his wife, Marshal Gordon will enter upon his 
work prepared for surprises. 

“I may upravel a murder,” he remarked 
last evening, and I may not. But from all 
the facts now.in my possession I feel justified 
in looking into the rumors that have reached 
my oars.” 

Some time Saturday night a school-house, 
that had for a long time been known as 
the Sweeney School, was burned to 
the ground. It was located on the 
Fort Sheridan road, near Sweeuey's 
Crossing, about three miles south of Lake 
Forest and two miles north of Fort Sheridan. 
It is known that the structure was standing 
Saturday evening, and Mr. Shannon, who has 
a supply store at the post, says he saw the 
reflection of the fire a half hour before day- 
break, 

But the mere burning of the lies! -house is 
not worrying Marshal Gordon and the magis- 
trate. What they cannot explain are the 
stories told them about cries of “‘help”’ that 
it is claimed were heard uttered by a woman 
early yesterday morning, who was standing 
near the school-house in company with a man. 
Then another link was added when one of 
Fort Sheridan’s citizens said he had seena 
man and a woman driving north on the Fort 
Sheridan road, toward Sweeney’s Crossing, at 
a furious rate. 

All of these events—the: burning of the 
school-house, the woman’s crigs for help, the 
man and woman dashing down the road in a 
buggy—took place between 3 and 4 o ‘clock 
yesterday morning. 

Important Witnesses. 

If it is found that a crime has been com- 
mitted, William Salyid and Daniel Cox, two 
young men who live in Fort Shendan, will be 
important witnesses in such investigation as 
will be made. It was through their state- 
ments that the town authorities first associ- 
ated the burning of the school-house with sus- 
picions of murder or attempted crime. 

Saturday night Saiyid and I attended a 
dance near Lake Forest, said Cox yesterday. 
We didn’t leave until late, and, as near as I 
can remember now, it was 3 o’clock when we 
passed theschool-house. It stands back some 
distance from the road and one can’t see it 
until he is directly in front. We hadn’t gone 
far when we heard voices, I told Salyid to 
stop, and suddenly a woman shouted ‘ Help!’ 
several times. We didn’t wait to 
hear any more, but hurried home. To tell the 
truth, we were frightened. There was a man 
with the woman, for we could hear him talk. 
They had ‘evidently driven to the school-house, 
for a horse and buggy was hitched to the fence 
near by. 

William Salyid’s version of their morning’s 


experience agrees in every detail with that of 


Cox. Both young men were certain that they 
could not have been ‘mistaken in what they 
heard and saw. 

Assoon as their statements had been circu- 
lated among the residents at Fort Sheridan cor- 
roborative evidence was voluntarily furnished 
Marshal Gordon. One man said that a few 
minutes before 8 o’clock yesterday morning 
he had seen a man and woman 
driving rapidly north on the Sheridan road 
toward the school-house. They seemed to 
be quarreling, he said, but I couldn’t hear 
anything they said. 

Justice Wohlbruck contributes another 
chapter to which the Marshal will direct his 
attention. Early yesterday morning a man, 
who was excited, called at his home. 

**You are a Justice of the Peace?“ he asked. 

„es. was the reply. 

“Well, I have come to you ona peculiar 
mission. I’m in need of money, and want to 
borrow $25. I must have it.“ 

It is said thatthe man was from the t, 
but he wore citizens’ clothes. Justice Wohl- 
bruck assured him he was not in the money

leave, As he departed he was heard to mutter 
imprecations on the “accursed fools’’ and

As he brushed past Mra. Wohlbruck, near 
the front door, she heard him say, in an un- 
dertone, “‘ If Idon’t get money [ll be up for 
murder.“ 

The man went way as hurriedly and ex- 
citedly as he had come, Marshal Gordon 
could not commence his investigation last 
evening on account of the rain, and he post- 
poned it until this morning. At 4 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon the ruins of the school-house 
were still smoldering. 

Fort Sheridan Postoffice Robbed, 

The postoffice at Fort Sheridan was broken 
into early yesterday morning by burglars and 
several dollars’ worth of postage stamps and 
some small change taken. The burglars 
forced an entrance by bursting the lock of the 
front door with their feet, marks of their 
shoes being imprinted in the woodwork near 
the lock, and pried open all the drawers and 
a desk in the office. The loss to the postoffice 
was only about $6, as Postmaster Olson has 
been in tne habit of late of taking all money 
and valuable matter home with him at night. 
No trace of the thieves has been discovered. 


ROCKETS BURST IN A CROWD, 


Six Killed and Many Injured by the 
Premature Discharge. 

Narrs, Aug. 14.— The festival of St. An- 
selino was closed at Cesa this evening with 
fireworks in the market-place. A bunch of 
rockets was set to near a burning wheel and 
was ignited. The rods were driven in all 
directions through the thick crowd, carrying 
with them fire and panic. Six men were 
struck in the face or neck by the rods and 
were so badly torn and burned that they died 
before they could be removed. The sparks set 
fire to the light gowns worn by several girls, 
and before the fire could be extinguised 
four of the young women were seriously in- 
jured. In the panic many children were 
trampled. Seven men suffered burns of arms 
or legs while they were struggling in the 
crowd, and some twenty-five or thirty women

‘| WILL RIVAL YERKES. 


‘CONGRESSMAN WGANN AS 4 
STREET RAILWAY MAGNATE, 


As Vice-President and Manager of the 
West and South Towns Company He 
Will Bald New Lines and Lease Old 
Ones—Mortgage Filed for the Issue of 
$500,000 Bonds—Extraordinary Priv- 
ileges Granted the New Corporation— 
Permit Issued for the Work. 

It appears that Congressman Larry Mo- 
Gann is to-rival Mr. Yerkes as a street rail- 
way magnate. While he has been in Wash- 
ington attending to the affairs of the Nation 
the preliminaries have been all arranged, and 
now he returns as Vice-President and General 
Manager of the West and South Towns 
Street railway company.” 

The last of the preliminaries was arranged 

turday, and was the recording of a mort- 
gage for $500,000. The mortgage was 
to the Northern Trust company to 
secure an issue of bonds for that 
amount. The mortgage states that the bonds 
are to run twenty years with the privilege of 
redemption after ten years at $1.05, principal 
and interest payable in gold. Each bond is 
to be for $1,000 with 6 per cent interest. The 
mortgage transfers the railroad to be con- 
structed on Twenty-second street from Grove 
street to Crawford avenue and on Lawndale 
avenue from Lwenty-second street to Thirty- 
fifth street; also all station buildings, repair 
shops, car houses, freight houses, electric ap- 
pliances, and all engines, boilers, motors, 
passenger and freight cars, and all other prop- 
erty.

nibus ordmance, Calumet electric, South 
Chicago City railway, Metropolitan elevated, 
Chicago and Evanston electric, Jefferson Su- 
burban Transit. 

Many Privileges Given. 

This company is allowed five kinds of mo- 
tive power and may use three trailers with 
each motor. The overhead wire privilege is 
given outright without any other restrictions 
than that the main electric feeders shal! be 
placed underground. Cable, gas motor, com- 
pressed air, and animal power are also in- 
cluded, not omitting even the bob-tail car. 

This company is considering a proposition 
to lease all cross-town lines of Chicago and op- 
erate them with the overhead wire system, such 
right having been granted in a section of the 
ordinance which says that the company may 
operate over any tracks not owned by it upon 
making a lease or contract for such purpose 
with the other company, provided, however, 
that in such case not exceeding 5 cents fare 


shall be charged for any distance within the 


present or future city limits. 

Such an arrangement would not disturb the 
present transfer arrangement on cross-town 
lines but would add an electric equipment 
with a system of transfers on all other electric 
lines—in other words, this company intends 
to establish a system of electric belt road 
around the business district.

DEPOT UNDERMINED BY THE RIVER. 


How the Old Mississippi Is Working De- 
struction at Algiers, La. 

New Orveans, La., Aug. 14.—(Special.]— 
The freight and passenger depot in Algiers 
of the New Orleans and Fort Jackson railroad 
is tumbling into the river today. Caving 
banks have twisted the structure entirely out 
of shape, and by midnight the river will be 
rolling over its site. The river for the last 
fifty years has been encroaching upon this 
part of the right bank cf the city, but lately 
a strong protection levee and bulwarks have 
stayed the river. It is now learned that for a 
long time the river has been undermining the 
land. When the water was high the pressure 
supported the earth, but when the 
river fell this outward support was 
removed, and at 2 o’clock this morning a 
gigantic cave commenced that has been in- 
creasing all day. The depot was the only 
building ou this portion of the levee front, but 
the structure was a handsome and costly one. 
The bulk-heading, which was a fine piece of 
work, first went into the river with a part of 
the bank, and the streng columns and posts 
supporting the roof of the depot began to 
careen, followed by a crashing of heavy tim- 
bers about midway of the building, making a 
noise that could be heard for a mile. Alldhe 
woodwork and corrugated iron was twisted 
into all kinds ofshapes. The earth continued 
to split and in great chunks moved out into 
the river, and when this occurred, 
which was a warning to the people 
who looked upon this destruction of property 
without being able to check it, they moved 
back to places of safety. Where the cave 
started the river has formed an eddy and is 
steadily eating away the ground on which the 
depot stood. All cars and locomotives were 
quickly pulled out of the depot and removed 


to a piace of safety when the first alarm of | 


danger was sounded. It is within the recol- 
lection of old inhabitants when solid brick 
buildings and beer gardens occupied the solid 
soil which is now weil out, and forms a part 
of the great river witha depth of fifty feet. 
Divers who had occasion to go down at this 
puint claim that the river has made a subter- 
ranean passage under the land, and at each 
examination they found it growing larger and 
the velocity of the water greater.

phuric and Nitric Acids by Mistake. 

AuxxIA, N. X., Aug. 14.— [Special. Two 
bottles were mixed up in this town today with 
disastrous results to twenty-flve or thirty 
members of the Presbyterian church, for the 
mistake resulted in many of those who at- 
tended communion services at the church 
sipping the contents of a cup filled with a 
combination of powerful chemicals, instead 
of wine. In the concoction sulphuric and 
nitric acids are given as com- 
ponents. The Presbyterian congrega- 
tion is the largest of all the Protestant 
organizations in the town. It was not the 
regular day for the celebration of the Lord’s 
Supper, but it had been decided to hold a 
special service in view of the inten- 
tion of the pastor, the Rev. G. B. Bell, 
to start this week on a month’s vacation 
Mr. Bell a day or two ago went to Mead & 
Murdock’s drug store, near the church, and 
secured à bottle of wine for use in the com- 
munion, At the same time he bought a 
locally described 
battery solution, a mixture 
used in small electric batteries and 
containing sulphuric and nitric acids, 
The wine bottle was stored away in the pas- 
tor’s house, and the bottle of chemicals was 
left in the church.

ITS IMPREGNABILITY LESSENED. 


Changes Made in the Armored Cruiser New 
York Now Building. 

Puttapetpnis, Pa., Aug. 14.— The impreg- 
nability of the armored cruiser New York, 
built at Cramp’s shipyard and now being pre- 
pared for sea, is said to have been consider- 
ably lessened by vertical armor plates in its 
turrets or barbettes instead of inclined ones, 
as the contract calls for. The builders of the 
vessel rivet on the armor plates, and beyond 
that have nothing to do with them, it being 
managed in Washington by the Naval Ad- 
visory Board, who act between the contractors 
ana the government. The contract called for 
ten inches of solid steel in the turrets, and it 
was intended to be inclined for the purpose of 
deflecting the shot of the enemy. The excuse 
for the change, piven by. the board, is that 
more room would be taken up by inclined 
than vertical armor and that there would be 
less space for gunners inside of the turrets. 
The armor is of nickel steel, manufactured 
by contract by the Carnegie-Phipps works. 
The New York is being pushed as fast as pos- 
sible at Cramp’s yard, but the delay in finish- 
ing the steel, through strikes and other causes, 
needed in other parts of the vessel will keep 
it at least two years at the wharf after the 
builders are through with it.

Yesterday she was 
suffering from nervous prostration, but with 
her sister as mouthpiece told the following

Thinks He Hid imthe House. 

Saturday Mrs. Starwalt was at home alone. 
She thinks her husband gained an entrance to 
the house while she was engaged in cleaning 
the parlor, and that he secreted himself ina 
large storeroom off the the hallway. Two 
or three times during the day Mrs. Starwalt 
thought she heard a noise in there. 

After the neighbors broke into the house a 
search was instituted for the would-be assas- 
sin, but he escaped by the rear door. 

Six years ago Mrs. Starwalt obtained a di- 
vorce from ber husband. One day in Janu- 
ary, 1891, she opened the door to what she sup- 
posed a caller. Her husband fired a shot, but 
the bullet lodged in the wall behind her. 
March 5 he attempted her life in the same 
manner, the ball lodging in the wall only 
three inches below the one fired two months 
before. Another attempt was made nearly 


two years ago. 

Mrs. Starwalt says the police have been fur 
nished with a full description of her husband, 
but have done nothing. 

Starwalt has a knowledge of medicine, but 
does not practice, He also sells nursery stoc 
and has.a fondness for the races.

CONTRADICTORY FREE SILVER ADVO- 
CATES. 

United States Senator Dubois of Idaho said 
last Friday in an interview in Tue Trisuns: 
Silver is now worth from 85 to 87 cents per 
‘ounce. [At the time he was speaking it was 
down to 8214 cents.] Free coinage, we [of the 
silver States} believe, would send the price up 
to $1.29 an ounce.” 

This confident utterance was sustained by 
no reason, no precedent, no allegation of fact 
other than that when lead ore was free 
Idaho miners were unable to compete with 
the cheap labor product of Mexican mines,“ 
and that since the tariff ‘was imposed on the 
Mexican lead ores the Idaho mines are once 
more open. Not. another ghost of an argu- 
ment to prove an assertion that is in flat op- 
position to the common sense of the whole 
gommercial world. And no other free silver 
coinage advocate has offered any logical or even 
plausible reason for asserting that the effect 
would be to advance silver to $1.29 per ounce. 

A corresponding howl for free silver coin- 
age is also heard from people who reside west 
of the Mississippi River and east of the arid 
region. In some of the agricultural districts 
in the section, especially in Kansas, the free 
silver cry is so strong thata majority of the 
voters are alleged to want it, and the sil- 
ver-producing States of the Rocky Mountains 
are claimed to be almost unanimously in 

favor of it. 

These areas constitute two distinct classes, 
the inhabitants of which have not only widely 
different but diametrically opposite motives 
for demanding the free coinage of silver. The 
demand for it in Colorado, Wyoming, Idaho, 
Nevada, and Utah rises from the throats of 
men who, like Senators Dubois, 
Stewart, think they believe the result would 
be a rise to $1.29 per ounce for all the silver 
produced in the United States. It is 
held the consequence of that must be 
such great profits on silver mining that the 
industry would receive a tremendous stimulus 
and thousands would grow suddenly rich. They 
claim it would attract multitudes of others 
than those now engaged init, and as both 
older settlers and new-comers would grow 
wealthy rapidly they would have barrels of 
money to spend making everybody around 
them prosperous and happy. The expectation 
of a speedy doubling of population in those 
States and later on a tenfold increase, with a 
far greater multiplication in the aggregate of 
their wealth that is predicted to follow the 
adoption of free coinage for silver, is all based 
on the irrational theory that the price of the 
metal would at once rise to $1.29 per ounce, 
and stay there through all future time, no 
matter how vast the production. Such is the 
motive for the advocacy of free silver coinage 
in the Rocky Mountain States, 

The People’s party, farmers of the States 
beyond the Mississipp: who want free coinage, 
have no such idea or belief that free silver 
coinage would enhance the metal to $1.29 per 
ounce.

Tas Tarvin stated that the immediate 
effect of free trade would be to increase by 
three or four hundred million dollars the im- 
ports of the cheap foreign-made goods, and 
that, as the exports would increase but 
slightly, gold and silver would be drained out 
of the country to pay for these extra pur- 
chases, and that when the precious metals 
were gone the foreign goods would be paid 
for with bonds—that is, mortgages, 

The junior Democratic organ asserts that 
this would not be the base, and appeals to his- 
tory to support its claim. It says: 

If we would import 80 much more under free 
trade and pay in gold, silver, and bonds, how does 
it happen that from 1846 to 1861 we imported more 
gold than we exported, while for the same num- 
ber of years after 1861 we exported vastly more 
gold than we imported?

gists for trade slavery called a free trade tariff 
during the earlier period, and highly protective“ 


tariff during the latter period. Thus the facts oft 


our Own experience completely overthrow the 
doctrine of the trade slavery apologists. 

Tun Tons looks for misstatements and 
misrepresentatiOns from the Democratic 
papers when dealing with the free trade ques- 
tion.

It is not true that the United States im port- 

more gold than it exported between 1846 

and 1861. The facts are widely the other way. 
From June 30, 1846, to July 1, 1861, this coun- 
try exported $419,790,000 more coin and bullion 
than it imported. The Treasury reports show 
this. Nearly all of that, more than four-hun 
dred millions, was gold, for the great produc- 
tivity of thesilver mines of the United States 
did not begin until some time after 1861. 

And why was sucha vast quantity of gold 
exported? Because the commercial imports 
exceeded the commercial exports during that 
time 435 millions, so say the Treasury reports. 
The cheaper goods imported during the exis- 
tence of the low tariff of 1846 and the lower 
one of 1857 were paid for with gold. The ex- 
perience of those years and of the panic of 
1857 would be repeated on a grander scale 
under free trade if adopted at present. 

As for the outflow of the precious metals 
after 1861 it'does not take much brains to 
know that one of the great causes was that 
the depreciated currency of the United States 
caused by the Democratic Southern rebellion 
drove them out, just as depreciated silver 
would drive the gold out now if free coinage 
were adopted, or flat shinplasters would drive 
both gold and silver out if the crazy Alliance 
scheme were carried out,

Being redeemable 
in silver, the bullion vaiue of which was equal 
to that of 25.8 grains of standard gold for each 
dullar named on the face of the note, there 
could be no commercial discrimination against 
the paper, and no doubt as to the ultimate 
value of the metal securing its redemption. 

In adjusting its accounts to the Windom 
plat of dealing with silver the Government of 
the United States would have to submit to 
some loss on its stock of silver, but not more 
than Congress could have saved during its 
latest session if the Democrats had been 
economical in their appropriations. They 
threw away on their River and Harbor bill 
nearly sufficient to cover what the govern. 
ment would lose by being honest enough to 
adopt the Windom plan for dealing with 
silyer. And it will not be long before the 
government will be obliged to adopt one of 
these two courses if the issue of silver certif- 
icates continues at the present velocity and 
silver keeps on falling in commercial value as 
it has done recently. Wesay it must adopt 
one of these methods of meeting the difficulty,

MORE ALABAMA ELECTION RESULTS, 

The end of the Alabama election is not yet, 
The brigadiers are falling out over the results 
and the contest has become so fierce that 
home truths are being told. For instance, 
Representative Oates of that State haga very 
poor opinion of Kolb, the recent Alliance 
candidate for Governor, and he thus freely ex- 
presses it: 

He has had relatives in the Governor's chair 
and in Congress. He himself, however, has abso- 
lutely no principle. He was Commissioner of 
Agriculture once and traveled around the State 
on railroad passes, afterwards charging the State 
for his railroad fare. In selling cotton he has 
been known, and has admitted the fact when it 
was proved on him,to dishonestly report the 
weight. He has been mixed up ina number of 
very shady transactions. He is one of the or- 
iginal ballot-boz stuffers and has carried on this 
practice when there was really no excuse for it. 


The naive portion of this characterizat:on is 
in its concluding sentence, which goes to show 
the tolerance conceded to ballot-box stuffing 
in Alabama, provided its boxes are stuffed 
when there is any occasion for it. Ballot-box 
stuffing under such circumstances is all right, 
but ballot-box stuffing where there is no use 
for it is a mean trick. Kolbas an original 
ballot-box stuffer—that is, when he was a 
Democrat and stuffed the boxes against Re- 
publicans—was all right—but Kolb as an Alli- 
ance man, stuffing the boxes against Demo- 
erats, is contemptibly dishonest, in Mr. Oates’ 
opinion. The distinction is a fine one, and 
yet it is some progress toward honest elec- 
tions in the South, when the brigadiers begin 
to admit that it is wrong to stuff ballot-boxes 
when there is no use in it. Probably Mr. 
Oates considers it as wasted effort in this case, 
because it was certain that the Jones fellows 
would outstuff the Kolb fellows, having 
greater facilities in that line because they had 
control of the entire voting machinery of the 
State, and perhaps he is hedging against the 
future, as Kolb will contest the Congressional 
nomination with him and may outstuff him in 
some way or overreach him. ‘Chis may also 
have led to the declaration of Mr. Oates that 
it is time for the colored men to divide their 
votes between the two parties, thus of course 
oy the Southern method of reasoning fore- 
shadowing the possibility of negro domina- 
tion, These are some of the results already of 
the recent Alabama election. Thus it happens 
as has often been said that when rogues fall 
out honest men may get their dues. Evident- 
ly we have not heard the last of this election 
yet. if Kolb slips up in his effort to get into 
the Executive chair, wait until he goes for 
Oates’ seat in Congress. 


THE STATE ASSESSMENT FOR 1892. 

The Assessors of Cook County have been 

able to discover this year $203,798,000 worth 
of real and personal property. This 
was $7,652,000 more than they found the year 
before. The Assessor of West Chicago. was 
not as fortunate as his colleagues. In spite of 
the number of new houses and stores put up 
in that great division during the year the 
value of real estate was returned at half a 
million dollars less than in 1891. The alleged 
fears of the West Siders that their part of the 
city is retrograding would seem to be just- 
fied if reliance can be placed un this assess- 
ment. 
While the valuation for Cook County rose 
seven and a half millions, that for the rest of 
the State fell off $400,000. Of course this is 
not a true statement of the case. The prop- 
erty in Itlinois, outside of Cook County, 
would sell for considerably more money 
this year than last. But if Cook County is 
put down as gaining only seven and a half 
millions, when every one knows that the new 
buildings erected cost many times that sum, 
it is not so inequitable to put down the rest of 
the State, which does not grow as rapidly as 
Cook, as having lost a little during the twelve- 
month, 

The last Legislature and the one before it 
were asked to remedy the evils of too low as- 
sessments by giving the State Board power to 
raise the sum total of the assessments 20 or 30 
per cent, in order to make a more perfect 
equalization. At present the grand total can- 
not be increased more than 1 per cent, and 
consequently the board has to cut down coun- 
ties which are too low in order to raise others 
which are very much too low. But the Legis- 
lature would not act. Some of them were in- 
different. Others had their heads fuli of crazy 
schemes for double taxatio and for the re; 
lief” of farmers by making them vay higher 
interest on their loans. So nothing was done. 

The General Assembly which meets next 
January should not be as negligent of its duty 
as its predecessors, and should give the Board 
of Equalization alittle more discretion than 
it has now. It should not seek to raise the 
assessments to the full cash value, but provide 
as far as it can for having them made on the 
one-third basis which was m vogue when the

2. No. We need not concern ourselves with any 
cost except the labor cost, so long as we are con- 
sidering the question merely in regard to the ex- 
penditure of labor as a physical fact. But we do 
concern ourselves about other matters when we 
go into financial statistics and the consideration 
of- money cost. The question of labor 
cost is not necessarily related to that of 
commercial values or labor wages. For instance: 
Ordinarily we are interested in knowing only the 


number of bushels of corn raised in the United. 


States in a given year and what that total is worth 
on the market in gold dollars, That is all the 
plodding, practical man takes an interest in. But 
some curious fellows, calling themselves statis- 
ticians, will figure out the number of kernels of 
corn there are in a bushel and then compute how 
far a line of the kernels would reach in the direc- 
tion of the moon. All such inquiries are more 
than useful, but that fact 
does not prevent hundreds of persons from occu- 
pying themselves with the solution of that and 
kindred questions, 

3. Stocks and bonds are written statements of 
the amount of investment the holder of the paper 
has in the particular property named, or the 
amount of the lien he has on that enterprise, and 
the promise of the owners of the property to pay 
him at stated times so many grains of gold in the 
shape of interest on the capital which the holder 
of the bond has invested in the purchase of it. 
The face value of a bond or a certificate of stock 
has nothing to do with the number of hours’ 
work that were performed in the production of 
the proverty or any particular part of it, The 
two things have nothing in common. 

4. The cost which attaches to gold and silver 
bullion, aside from the labor cost of procuring it 
from the mines, includes the cost of royalty, re- 
duction, transportation, marketing, guarding the 
treasure while instore or en route, and interest 
on the money which had to be expended in ma- 
chinery and other arrangements necessary to 
economical production of the metal. 

5. The statement was not “evasive nor mis- 
leading,” but absolutely correct and plain so far 
as the proposition goes. The commercial value 
of gold depends on how much it will buy of prod- 
ucts: the number of hours of a particular kind 
of labor that can be purchased with a given num- 
ber of grains of pure gold; how much land or how 
many bushels of grain it will buy. Of course 
there should be no difficulty in understanding the 
statement in regard to fineness. Two ounces 
of gold will buy twice as much as one 
ounce of equal fineness, ahd twice as much as an 
equal weight of metal that is only of half the fine- 
ness of the purer metal. The statement may not 
have been so comprehensive as desired by Mr. 
Grob, but it was accurate and complete in the 
sense and connection in which it was used. : 

6. Yes. It is true of iron, coal, wheat, butter, 
and other articles. After the initial value has 
been fixed; first, we have to find how many grains 
of gold it will take to buy say one ton of iron of a 
certain grade, and that being determined the 
values of divers quantities and other qualities 
referred to that as a standard are easily ascer- 
tained. 

7. Yes. The labor cost of 3 it is meas- 
ured by the ordinary wage scale in the nation 
where the labor is performed. For instance: In 
the United States, as a whole, 1t requires com- 
mercially not far from twice as many grains of 
gold as in Europe to pay for the labor engaged in 
producing the same quantity and grade of 
goods. 
for comparison with England. It takes about 
100 grains of gold in the Uni*ed States to pay for 
the same number of hours’ labor of equal produc- 
tivity per hour as are paid for with 50 or 55 grains 
in Germany or France and 60 grains of gold in 
England. There are some differences between 
any two nations that may be named, but Western 
Europe is practically uniform on account of its 
similarity of climate and natural products, while 
England can afford to pay a little more in wages 
than its continental neighbors because of its large 
commercial marine, greater supply of coal and 
iron ore, the short distances of its manufacturing 
centers from its seaports, etc. We pay nearly 
twice as many grains of gold as is paid in En- 
gland for an hour’s work of equal productivity, 
taking the average of all similar industries. 

8. They cannot be paid for with labor cost un- 
less our workers in*this country will accept exact- 
ly the same number of grains of gold for the hour 
of labor that the European workmen do. But 
they will not accept that reduced wage-scale un- 
less forced to it by privation and starvation. They 
want 100 grains of gold for the labor effort which 
the English workers sell for 60 grains, and the 
Germans and French for 30 to 55 grains, and the 
Italians for still less. 

We do not want to receive from other nations 
imports of the same kind of goods as we can pro- 
duce advantageously ourselves, as every day’s 
product of foreign goods that we buy and con- 
sume would throw an Americau worker out of a 
day’s employment. It would not be a fair, or 
profitable, or sensible exchange of products to 
take foreign goods of the same kind we are mak- 
ing and throw American workers out ofa job, 
We want from abroad only those things we do not 
produce ourselves or cannot produce to advan- 
tage. Why should we buy glass from Belgium be- 
cause its money cost is some cheaper there than it 
can be produced in the United States, when 
in doing so we throw tens of thousands of 
skilled American glassmakers out of employment, 
thereby reducing them to starvation, forcing 
them to compete with other artisans for work, or 
sending them to the poor-houseé? There would be 
no particular advantage to this country in pursu- 
mg such a course. It would be a commercial mis- 
take for this country, now protecting itself by a 
tariff, to lower its wage scale to that of European 
countries in order to equalize the cost of goods to 
the American consumer whois also a producer. 
The question whether or not we should do so is 
one that each person must decide for himself. If 
any man thinks his interest as a consumer is 
greater than his interest as a producer he will be 
in favor of the low European wage and will vote 
for the Cleveland ticket. If tke contrary he will 
want to see high wages maintained and vote the 
Harrison ticket. It isasquare issue. Itis one 
of the kind referred to in the Gospel. No man 
can serve both.

He cannot have free trade 
with Europe without accepting Europe’s com- 
pensation for labor.

New Type of Englishman Has Come Up to 


Take His Place. 

New York Sun: It was by its full majority 
of 40 that the Gladstonian opposition passed 
Thursday the vote of want of confidence to 
which Lord Salisbury must defer by at once 
resigning his piace as first Minister. For six 
years he has been the virtual ruler of his coun- 
try, with a large and docile majority at his 
back, including many of the most capable and 
distinguished politicians. Yet he has failed 
to Convince the electors that the bestowal of a 
separate government upon Ireland would en- 
danger the cohesion and welfare of the United 
Kingdom. 

It has not been from lack of shrewd and 
earnest effort that he has lost his hold upon 
the voters who placed him in office. He has 
done 80 much to conciliate England and 
Scotland that old-fashioned Tories may well 
recall with disgust, and almost with despair, 
the sacrifices imposed upon them. it 
has been the hand of their own chosen Minis- 
ter which has struck down the squirearchy 
by the County Government act, and which 
has dealt a shattering blow at the land- 
owning interest by the measure providing 
for allotments to agricultural iaborers. It is 
he who has pledged the credit of the imperial 
Treasury for an immense sum of money to 
bé expended for converting Irish tenants into 
peasant proprietors, although he had de- 
nounced with peculiar vehomence the Land 
Purchase bill of Mr. Gladstone, which em- 
bodied the same principle. Had not his hands 
been tied by the fear of losing in one quarter 
what he might gain in another, Lord Salis- 
bury would not perhaps have shrunk from 


‘disestablishing the historical Presbyterian 


Kirk in Scotland and the Anglican Church in 
Wales. It is certain that at his Tithes act 
many of his Welsh supporters stood aghast. 
Even on the question of free trade he wavered, 
for he acknowledged, what ro English states- 
man of the firat rank has admitted in the last 
forty years, that there was a go d deal to be 
said upon both sides. Let all the concessions 
made or promised have been fruitiess, and in- 
stead of the great preponderance which his 
followers possessed in the last House of Com- 
mons, they are now confronted by a consider- 
able adverse wajority. 

The defeat of the ConserVatives, although 
they were assisted by a body of Dissident Lib- 
erals, formidable in experience and ability if 
not in numbers, is due partly to an alteration 
of Mr. Giadstone’s home rule program, but 
mainly to the profound change wrought in 
the British electors by the last Reform act, 
that—namely: of 188. The Home Rule bill 
of 1886, by completely withdrawing Irishmen 
from the imperi assembly at West- 
and thus seeming to provide a 
entire separation, alarmed 
many Englishmen inclined to allow 
Ireland, under certain guarantees, 
te mapage her own local affairs. The reten- 
tion of Irish members in the British House of 
Commons would undoubtedly invelve some 
difficulties turning on the question whether 
Irishmen could be allowed to legislate on 
matters with which Englishmen, Welshmen, 
or Scotchmen were exclusively concerned. 
But this objection seemed to be outweighed 
by the pledge of national unity which would 
be offered by the presence of Irishmen in 
Westminster. At all events Mr. Gladstone 
decided to allay misgivings by modifying his 
home rule project in this particular. By this 
stroke of policy he undoubtedly removed the 
principal objection to his plan. 

It is very questionable, however, whether

The 
fact is that Mr. Gladstone was indebted not to 
the English urban constituencies which have 
remained substantially unchanged, but to the 
English counties in which the weight of the new- 
ly enfranchised agricultural laborer has been 
evinced for the first time. In the election of 
1886 the furm hand, who had been practically 
a serf tied to the globe for centuries, did not 
comprehend or exercise the political 1. 
which had just been conferred upon him. He 
is now alive to it, and nothing can covince 


him that he has not more to hope for from his 


liberators than from his traditional o 
pressors. It was he who, under the shield 
of the secret ballot, vented his age-long 
grudge against 2 parson, and farmer. 
and betrayed what used to be the Tory 
strongholds into the hands of the Gladston- 
ians. There is no reason to doubt that the 
enlightenment of the rural laborer as to his 
political capabilities, and his determination 
to assert them on behalf of his champions, 
will be more and more distinctly felt at the 
ballot box for some time to come. 

In a word, the day of British Conservatism 
of the type which Lord Salisbury re nted 
when he took office has gone by. If he ever 
return to power it will upon a platform 
essentially Liberal, if not indeed more 
radical than any which Mr. Gladstone him- 
self would at present consent to occupy.

An Inventor on Railroad Speed, 


George Westinghouse Jr., the inventor at the 
air brake that bears his name, is very much inter- 
ested in the attempts of railway companies to 
increase the speed of some trains. He said yes- 
terday: “It is possible to make a locomotive, 
perhaps, which can run and draw a train at the 
rate of eighty miles an hour. That has been 
done. But it isu’t a matter of getting speed so 
much as it is a question of slowing up. The 
problem of the future, so far as fast travel is 
concerned, is how to get trains under the 
quickest control when they are running at high 
rates of speed.“ Mr. Westinghouse went on to 
say that it had been demonstrated by experi- 
ments, conducted under his eye, that under the 
most favordble circumstan the best that a 
brake could do would be to slack a train at the 
rate of three and u h miles a minute.

HOW THEY DIFFER FROM THEIR 


Hustling for News an Unknown Thing 
Across the Water—Stenography Consid- 
ered More Important than All-Reund 
Brainwork—A Lack of Esprit de Corps 
and All That Sort of Thing Over There 
Papers That Do Not Want Zeal—Uni- 
versity Men Rarely Become Reporters. 

During a long and varied experience of news. 
paper work on both sides of the Atlantic, it 
has struck me that the American newspaper 
man, particularly the reporter, has a much 
more interesting and eventful career than the 

English reporter, says Edward Porritt, in the 

North American Review. Both are engaged 

in the collection of news, but the methods 

eben vary very considerably, and so does 


traini for the work. As a 
rule, the English reporter comes to 
the work earlier 


than the Ameri- 
can. He begins his life as early as 16 
or 17 years of age; in fact, at as early an age 
as he would be allowed without detriment to 
his morals toattend the police court and sit 
out the cases which comes before the magis- 
trates. The English reporter always begins his 
career in the police court, thus reversing the 
order observed in American newspaper offices, 


where police work is usually assigned to the 


more experienced men, Our reporters 


are very largely drawn from the 
com posing-rooms of small country 
offices. University graduates seldom become 
reporters in England; they do not go in for 
press work to anything like the extent they 
do in America, When they do take up news- 
paper work they are usually over 23 years of 
age; most of them have some influence be- 
hind them and secure positions as sub-editors 
—copy-readers, as they would be called in 
America—or as secretaries and general facto- 
tums to editors. They thus obtain their start 
in journalism without going through the train- 
ing and experience, both of work and life, which 
fall to the lot of the reporter. I have a wide 
acquaintance with newspaper men of all ranks 
and grades in London and in our large pro- 
vincial towns, and cannot call to mind halfa 
dozen university men on the press who be- 
In fact, the 
number of university men finding positions 
on English newspapers is not at all large; as 
outside contributors or free lances very many 
men of this class add something to their own 
incomes, 

Two of our London mornmg newspapers— 
the Times and the Morning Post; two ot our 
evening pos ip ae St. James Gazette and 
the Pall Mall Gazette, and in the provinces, 
one paper in Manchester, one in Sheffield, and 
another in Bristol are edited by university 
graduates. In these three provincial cases 
the editors went straight from the university 
to the editorial chair owing to the fact that 
the positions had been held open for them, 
their fathers or some near relatives having 
been owners of papers. 
Until within eighteen months only 
two London ally journals were 
edited by university men—the Times and the 
Morning Post. Neither Mr. Stead, who edited 
the Pall Mall Gazette, nor Mr. Frederic 
Greenwood, who edited the St, James’ Gazette, 
is a university man. But when Mr. Stead left 
the Pali Mali Gazette to establish the Review 
of Reviews, he was succeeded by a university 

raduate, and the same thing happened when 

r. Frederic Greenwood resigned the editorial 
chair of the St. James’ Gazette. The uni- 
versity men actively associated with the Lon- 
don daily press can almost he counted on 
one’s fingers, and as a general thing the Lon- 
don press still recruits its staff men from 
among those who have begun life either in 
the composing room or with the city editor.

DESCRIBES HOW IT FEELS TO EXPIRE. 


The Case of a Man Who Was Hanged Sev- 
eral Times by a Mob. 

New York Sun: A narration from per- 
sonal experience of how it feels to die is an 
interesting addition to the little we know on a 
matter of preéminent interest.

There are hundreds of re- 
porters on the London and provincial daily and 
weekly newspaper press who have been trained 
after the English fashion and who, if they 
were transplanted to America, would not get a 
second assignment from a city editor on any 
enterprising paper. The training these men 
have had in England would be worse than 
useless to them in America. There is such a 
sameness in the way of doing English report- 
ing that the English training, in five cases out 
of six, knocks ail the individuality out of 
young men and keeps them hopelessly down 
to the level of the mere shorthand writer. 
Auy American visiting London who has at- 
tended a meeting at St. James’ Hall or at 
the Holnorn Town Hall will have been struck 
with this on reading the reports in fhe morn- 
ing papers the next day.. The introductory 
sentence seldom vary except in a few verbal 
details, and then come the shorthand writer’s 
summaries of the Chairman’s speech and of 
those of the subsequent speakers. In 
none of the reports is there any attempt to 
describe the meeting or the spirit which actu- 
ated and characterised it. The ordinary Lon- 
don reporter does not regard this as within 
his duty. If he is instructed to do a column 
report of the meeting, he relies upon his short- 
hand notes for every line of it after he has 
stated,in a short and stereotyped introduction 

where the meeting was held, what it was called 
for, who was in the chair and how many peo- 
ple attended, 

The same style of work characterizes all 
our newspapers, from the Times’ report of a 
St. James’ Hall meeting in London to the 
report in the Little Peddlington Gazette of 
the meeting held in the Little Peddlington 
Town Hail If he is safe as regards his short- 
hand, the repurter who has done the Little Ped- 
dlington meeting for his per can do 
the St. James’ Hall meeting for the Times, or 
take a turn in the press gallery of the House 
of Commons. His shorthand, however, must 
be unimpeachable, as the speakers themselves 
will complain of any inaccuracies that may 
have crept into the report of their speeches. 
This constitutes almost the whole training of 
the omy, reporter. If some daring reporter 
on an English paper, happening to 
some individuality, were to strike out in a 
different line, he would be snubbed and in all 
probability called upon to write out another 
report after the time-honored and stereotyped 


| fashion. 


In America I have frequently heard people 
say that they never saw an old reporter, and 
express wonder as to what became of report- 
ers after they reached 35 or 40 years of age. 
No one who knows Fleet street intimately 
would make such a remark concerning En- 
glish reporters. There are hundreds of men 
in London and all over England between 50 
and 65 years of age who are still at work as 
reporters, and are turning in their copy exactly 
as they did thirty or forty years ago, when 
they were sent to do their first turn 
at the police court, or to attend their first 
meeting of the Town Council, By this time 
they are no doubt more adept at their work, 
but the work itself is characterized by no 
more individuality or originality than their 
very earliest efforts. Men of this class, even 
when not advanced in years, would be hope. 
less failures in America. Many of them have 
never in their lives turnedin a special, or 
written an account of anything to which 
they were not assigned, and would be 
all at sea if their stenography were 
no longer available. They could not 
comprehend the dictum of the Chicago 
city editor, who instructs new members of his 
staff that any incident in the street which 
causes twenty people to pause to see what is 
going on is, if neatly handled, good enough 
for a news item. y know nothing of

The Editor of the New York “Tribune” 


Will Help in Bringing One On. 

Editorial in New York Tribune: The best 
idea for a novel exhibit at the World’s Fair 
which we have heard of so far is that of a live 
Arctic whale.

We 8 hope that the Committee on 
Whales will succeed in getting their whale. 
But it occurs to us that wnale trapping must 
be rather difficult business. The whale, as we 
understand it, is a pretty astute creature after 
all. He is apt to smell of the bait and then 
swigoff i in disgust. It is one thing to go out 
and catch a butterfly in your hat and another 
to bring in a large sperm whale. On the 
whole, we presume that the committee will 
find it best to round up the whale and drive 
him to Chicago, rather than have the Chair- 
man catch him by the tail and bring him into 
town hanging over the official back. But to 
“shoo” a wild and skittish whale from the 
shores of Greenland to the Lake-Front will be 
a long and difficult job. Ihe whale is not accus- 
tomed to being driven in from the pasture 
like a cow. He wiil shy, and 
head, and run back. The hardest thing will 
be to get him into the mouth of the St. 
rence River. It is broud, we know, but the 
whale is wild arid of a suspicious nature. He 
will look at the St. Lawrence, taste of the 
water, and then snort and shoot off down the 
coast. After he is headed off and turned 
around he will go racing past the opening 
again and half way back home before he is 
caught once more. For the Chairman to go 
ahead in a small boat with a bone and the 
rest of the committee to come up behind and 
shoo and gently wave their hats will probably 
be the best way, but we are fearful of the re- 
sult even then. 

Nevertheless, we would not be understood 
a trying to discourage the Committee on 

Whales. Far from it. We hope that they 
will succeed. We like the whale idea and we 
wish them godspeed. But they must remem- 
ber that it is easier to coax a whale than to 
drive him. Gentle measures must prevail. If 
the chairman can get up close enough to pat 
the whale on the head and let him eat out of 
his hand he will have gone a long way toward 
solving the problem.

One of the Marketable Products of Phila- 
delphia. 

Philadelphia Record? Now then, gentle- 
men, here’s a fine substantial tombetune, 
guaranteed to wear well and stand any excess 
of temperature. Worth $200 if it’s worth a 
cen; What am I bid? $150? $100? $75? $50? 
$25? What, nobody give $25? Why, it would 
pay any gentleman to buy at that price and 
keep it for himself.“ Quotations for grave- 
stones were low, however, yesterday morning, 
and nobody seemed anxious to buy. 
The occasion was the sale by 
the assignee of the stock of Van 
Gunden & Young’s granite and marble works 
at No. 1221 Spring Garden street, the firm 
having gone down in the Spring Garden Bank 
crash. In the yard were samples of some of 
the finest work and materiai in the city, but 
the prices were away off. 

Abcut a dozen dealers in headstones had 
been attracted by the announcement of the 
sale, but their hearts were evidently as hard as 
the granite in which they dealt, and, as every- 
thing had to go, they were plainly deter- 
mined to get as good bargains as possible. 
Outside of the dealers about adozen people 
were present, who came with the idea of get- 
ting stones for deceased relatives and friends 
at cut rates. The entire contents of the yards 
and shops, which originally cost the firm over 
$15,000, realized scarcely’ $1,500. 

In spite of Auctioneer ills” eulogy of the 
$200 headstone, bidding was finally started at 
$5, and the stone was sold for $24. first 
piece offered for sale was an elaborately carved 
angel on a massive rough cast pedestal, all of 
the finest Italian marble. Material and work 
cost $350, but the bidding started at $5, and 
William Davidson, a Wilmington dealer, 
secured the stone at $21. 

Mooney was the first individual buyer 
who secured a bargain. He got a finely-carved 
Italian marble headstone, valued at $100, for 
$16, and will erect the same over the grave of 
hisson. William Silence, a marble dealer, 
got the next, a $70 stone, for $7. John Me-

WHAT ARCHBISHOP IRELAND WANTS. 


The Rev. L. H. Morey Claims It Is Catho- 
lic Instruction in Public Schools. 

Sr. Paul., Minn., Aug. 14.—[Special. ]—The 
Rev. L. H. Morey, a Presbyterian clergyman 
of Stillwater, gives the following account of 
an interview between Archbishop Ireland and 


himself: 
The Archbishop charged the public schools 
with being godless and professed a desire to 
introduce religious elements into them. I 
suggested that when I went to school we re- 
cited the Lord’s Prayer and read from the 
scripture, and asked how ay were driven 
out. Ho confessed that it was largely owing 
to Catholic protests. I again suggested that 
committees of all religious denominations 
meet and formulate a ritual to be used asa 
text-book, containing religious instructions 
that would not be objectionable to any sect 
and that no rsons of good morals could 
object to. l on the ground that 
I would not confess to the Catholic 
idea, admitting that what the Catholics 
Wanted was the teaching of Catholic religion 
in the schools. He cited an instance in which 
the State legislated in a matter of religion, re- 
quiring the observance of the Sabbath, and 
remarked that the State did not do that for 
the sake of religion, but to require the observ- 
ance of Sunday as a day of rest. He then 
said: Why not legislate immediately in that 
way in the matter of the public schools?’ 
claiming that by such a plan the State would 
immediately arrange religion. 
the Sabbath as not being a parallel case, the 
Sabbath being common to both Catholics and 
Protestants, but that the Catholic religion, 
which he was advancing in his plans, was not 
common to both Catholics and Protestants. 
The Archbishop frankly admitted that the 
Protestants’ conscience had good reason to be 
offended when Sisters of Charity were intro- 
duced into the central public school buildings 
and placed over Protestant children. 
lasked if I might infer from that that the 
garb of the Sisters of Charity had a teaching 
force. This he practically admitted. The 
Archbishop is an astute and plausibie talker. 
But, as I said to him, his plan involves the 
impossible condition of putting religious in- 
struction by the State in schools, which is con- 
trary to the laws and conditions of the State. 
I suggested that this plan was one that could 
stand only on its merits, and in the eye of the 
law this religious element robbed it of all 
merit. He seemed confident that some com- 
promise wouid be arrived at by which the dif- 
ficulties would be met. I gained from him 
the information that his efforts are by no 
means considered at an end.“

Flagman O' Connor's Leg Broken by Flying 
Debris and Driver Julius Schnaner 
Knocked Fifteen Feet, but He Hasn’t a 
Single Broken Bone—It Is Said That the 
Engineer Paid Practically No Heed— 
Officer Slattery Severely Pommeled by 
North Side Toughs. 

A railroad crossing accident by which two 
men narrowly escaped death occurred yester- 
day morning at Union street. A few minutes 
before 11 o’clock a Northern Pacific train of 
twelve cars heavily loaded with picnickers 
came along, it is said, at sixteen miles an 
hour. At Union street is a network of tracks 


extending nearly a block in width. 

Flagman James ©’Connor saw the ap- 
proaching train, lowered his gates anc began 
waving his red flag. Unfortunately for Julius 
Schnaner he did not see the tram. He was 
driving a Berry Leke company ice wagon and, 
when he reached the crossing the gate was up. 
It is said he had hardly passed the gate and 
got upon the tracks when the gates were low- 
ered. Flagman O'Connor waved his flag and 
shouted frantically for Schnaner to stop. By 
this time the picnic train was but afew rods 
away, and the engineer, if he noticed the ice 
wagon, appeared to have paid not the 
slightest attention to it. 

Schnaner was in a tight place and had to 
act quickly. Time was too precious and his 
wagon too heavily loaded to admit of his turn- 
ing around and retreating. So he did the next 
best thing, and, putting the whip to his team, 
he endeavored to cross the track before the 
engine reached him. The heavy load of ice, 
however, could not be moved quickly by the 
horses, and the wagon was midway on the 
track when the crash came. For a moment 
the air was full of flying ice and broken tim- 
bers. The pieces of the wagon were scattered 
in every direction for a hundred yards. 

Schnaner luckily escaped the full force of 
the blow. However, he was thrown-into the 
air and fell fifteen feet from the track. He 
struck the grund on his back, and, when 

icked up, was insensible. When taken to his 
ome, No. 702 South May street, by the Max- 
well street police, it was found that he had 
escaped without a broken bone, but was se- 
verely bruised by the fall. He will be on his 
feet again in a few days. 


When the engine struck the wagon Flagman 


O'Connor was only a few feet away. A piece 


of the flymg ice wagon struck him with full 
force knocking him several feet. He was 
taken to his home at No. 71 Elburn avenue. 
An examination showed that his right leg was 
broken just above the ankle and that he sus- 
tained internal iujuries which may prove fatal. 

The engineer appeared to make no attempt 
to slacken the speed of his train. Those who 
were near by say that he did notstop his train 
to ascertain the result of the collision. The 
Maxwell street police state that they are mak- 
ing no attempt to arrest any one. 


OFFICER SLATTERY HURT BY TOUGHS 


An Early Morning Rough and Tumble at 
Wickler’s North Side Saloon, 
Rowdyism asserted itself on the North Side 
during the early hours of yesterday morning, 
and, asa result, Officer Patrick Slattery of

At the station Officer Slattery became so 
weak that Dr. Whalen was called in, and he 
pronounced the injuries dangerous.

THINK AN INMATE SET IT ON FIRE. 


The Huntingdon Reformatory Narrowly Es- 
capes Burning—Brush Factory Destroyed. 

Huntinepon, Pa., Aug. 14.—At 6 o’clock 
this evening flames were discovered issuing 
from the new south wing of the brush factory 
at the Huntingdon Reformatory, and in less 
than one hour this building, together with the 
adjoining three-story building used as a 
carpenter shop, was entirely destroyed. 
The entire reformatory, containing 450 
inmates, was for a time at the mercy of 
the flames owing to the fact that the reservoir 
supplying water to the reformatory was en- 
tirely empty. Phe Huntingdon fire depart- 
ment, after a mie run with their apparatus, 
rhich obtained water from the Juniata River, 
succeeded in subduing the flames, which had 
then communicated with the west wing. A 
portion of the wall was also destroyed. The 
brush factory was operated by the Consoli- 
dated Manufacturing company of Phila- 
delphia, whose ioss on stock and machinery 
will reach $20,000. The insurance on the 
stock is $7,000. One hundred and 
twenty boys were employed in the 
brush factory. The buildings are a total 
loss, which will aggregate $20,000; insurance, 
510.000. The fire is believed to have been the 
work of some of the inmates of the iustitu- 
tion. Two months ago similar attempts were 
made to destroy the same building. No fire 
was ever used in the building, and it is thought 
that one of the inmates who was doing light 
repairs in the factory today maliciously

FRIENDS OF THE FRATERNAL CIRCLE. 


Just What Each Member Will Receive 
Will Soon Be Known. 

BALTIũoRR, Md., Aug. 14.—[Special. ]—The 
26,300 members of the American Fraternal 
Circle wili soon learn what percentage of the 
amount paid in they will receive from the de- 
funct endowment order. A statement of the 
pendente lite fund will be made by the receiv- 
ers in about aweek. Feb. 9 was made the 
date for separation of the pendente lite from 
the general fund. All money paid in before 
that time goes into the general fund, and all 
paid afterward is credited to the pendente 
lite fund. As five assessments have 
been made et ween the begin- 
ning of litigation in February and 
the appointment of receivers in May the sum 
of $120,000 has been accumulated. As this 
was paid in.sums ranging from 50 cents to 
$20, and averaging only about $8, there was 
considerable work in going over the 26,000 ac- 
counts and picking out all moneys properly 
belonging to this fund. The entire 26,300 
accounts must also be gone over again to 
settle the status of the general fund. Then, 
when acompleted account of this fund is 
brought into court, the necessary order for a 
distribution of dividends will be made. Over 
$700,000 is included in this fund. 

The receivers cantzet as yet estimate the 
probable percentage of the dividend. That 
cannot be ascertained until all the accounts 
have been gone over and the expenses of lit- 
igation audited, As the total assets as repre- 
sented by both fun d different sorts of 
credits will proba amount to nearly 
51.000. 000 the divid ought to be a fairly 
large one. * /

EMPEROR WILLIAM PLEASED 
WITH HIS VISIT AT OSBORNE, 


His Defeat as a Sailor Is Compensated by 
the Closer Political Relations that Have 
Been Established—The Crown Prince to 
Visit the Highlands—Ominous Indica- 

tous of a Cabinet Crisis in Germany— 
Bismarck’s Popularity Causes the Lead- 
ers Surprise and Annoyance, 
ISPECTAL CABLE. ' P 
Bertin, Aug. 14.—Emperor William has re- 
turned from visiting at Osborne more enam- 
ored of the English than ever. The repeated 


defeats of the Meteor have not disturbed his 


confidence in it as a crack yacht, and he al- 
ready has expressed his intention of entering 
it in the Cowes race of next year. The rela- 
tions between the Queen and her grandson 
are closerthan they have been before, and 
the political significance of this fact more 
than compensates the Emperor for all his dis- 
appointments asa sailor man. When the 
Emperor left Osborne the Queen urged him 
to send Crown Prince William, Prince Eitel 
Frederick, and Prince Albrecht to Osborne 
for a visit, at the end of which she would take 
them with her tothe Highlands. 

The Emperor accepted the invitation, say- 
ing that he believed travel to be the best of ali 
educatora for boys, especially for those who 
might some day be called to rule over great 
nations. The Crown Prince, the Emperor 
said, would begin next summer a series of 
trips in Europe that he might be better fitted 
for his imperial responsibilities. His first 
trip will be to the north, with his father, who 


told the Queen that communing with the | 


magniticent scenery of Norway and associa- 
tion with rugged natives would broaden his 
mind and arouse his deeper feelings.“ 

His Plans Uncertain. 

The Emperor’s plans for the fall months are 
unsettled on account of the uncertainty of the 
date of the Empress’ accouchement. The 
physicans think it certain, however, that the 
Empress will be convalescing by Sept. 1. and 

in that event the Emperor will begin his fall 
cainpaign on Sedan day witha grand review 
of troops on the Tempelhofer Feid. 

Sept. 4 or 6 the Emperor hopes to leave for 
Sweden for a few days elk hunting with King 
Oscar. This visit may have political conse- 
quences, as the Emperor has been disagree- 
ably impressed by the frequent rumors of an 
understanding between Sweden and France, 
and doubtless will utilize his first opportunity 
to learn from King Oscar the. true relations 
between Sweden and the dual alliance. 

Upon returning from Sweden the Emperor 
will go to his new estate, Urville, near Metz, 
and will inspect the Thirteenth and Fourteenth 
Army Corps. He will then meet the Grand 
Duke of Baden in Cartsruhe and the King of 
Wurtemburg in Stuttgart, and perhaps will go 
to Strassburg. The Fourteenth Ariny Corps 
will maneuver before him near Pforzheim. 
To recover from the fatigue of this teur the 
Emperor will close his season with an eight- 
day hunt at his shooting box, Rominten, in 
East Prussia. 

Neglected the King of Denmark. 

The King ef Denmark, who has passed sev- 
eral weeks at Weisbaden, has been noticeably 
neglected by the Emperor. Nevertheless he 
has gained strength and popularity at tne 
baths, and when he left he received numerous 
gifts from the commander and commissioned 
officers of the Thirteenth Uhlaus, of which 
regiment he is the honorary Colonel. The 
King is nowin Gmunden with the Duke of 
Cumberland. 7 

The demonstration to Bismarck at the 
Stettiner Bahnhof is still the chief subject of 
conversation and press comments. The over- 

wering enthusiasm manifested at tne 

rince’s reception has opened the eyes of 
officiaidom to the unshaken hold that he still 
indintains among the common people. The 
revelation was all the more surprising because 
the high politicians here tried hard to ‘believe 
that the demonstrations in Vienna and South 
Germany were. got up merely by malcontents 
and persons wishing to protest against the 
policy of the new régime. 

The demonstration here, however, was so 
spontaneous that it could be explained only 
on the assumption that the people still loved 
their old Crancellor. Bismarck mementos 
have been boomed into unprecedented popu- 
larity. Everything appertaining to the Berlin 
reception of the Prince has been sold at ten 
times its intrinsic value, and Bismarck’s pho- 
tographs are sold as they were never sold even 
in the days of Emperor William. 

Herrfurth Not a Good Courtier. 

All sorts of explanations of Herr von Herr- 
furth’s retirement are made. One is that he 
opposed the Emperor's Clearview”’ lottery 
pian; another is that the Conservatives, to 
whom Herrfurth has been a thorn 
flesh, demanded his resignation as a price of 
their support of Caprivi in the next session of 
Parliament; still another is that Herrfurth 
was too bitter in his opposition to Miquel's 
plans for reforming communal taxation. 

Ail of the influences indicated probably 
militated against Herrfurth, the last undoubt- 
edly being the most potent. Perhaps, however, 
the most powerful of all was that Herrfurth 
was never a success as a courtier and, there- 
fore, has been only tolerated by the present 
Emperor. Four years ago he succeeded Putt- 
kamer, whom the Emperor frederick: dis- 


missed. 

William purposed to recall Puttkamer, but 
was dissuaded by Bismarck from doing 80. 
Nevertheless Herrfurth’s stiff-necked Liberal- 
ism nettlea the Emperor, and ever since Will- 
iam’s accession to the throne it has been an 
open secret that Herrfurth enjoyed less high 
favor than other Prussian Ministers. 

Little significance is attached to the appoint- 

ment of Count Botbo zu Eulenburg to Herr- 
furth’s place. In fact the whole affair is re- 
garded as a symptom of the unsettled condi- 
tion of the Cabinet and a sign that a general 
shaking up will not be delayed much beyond 
‘the assembling of the Keichstag next No- 
vem ber. 
More Political than Catholic. 
Thursdaj the eyes of all German statesmen 
will be upon the conference of Catholic 
Bishops in Fulda. The conference has more 
ee for p»litics than religion. The

The social Democratic dailies comment bit- 
terly on the drowning of three Uhians of the 
og of the Fifth Infantry Regiment. 

le men were ordered by the officers to 
bridge the River Pegnitz, near Berg, during 
tinaneuvers along the banks. The river was 
swollen by floods and the undertaking was 
8 subsequently to have been fool- 

rdy. No adequate provision had been made 
for bridgmg so violent a stream, and con- 
sequentiy the bridge was hardly up before it 
was washed away. That only three men were 
drowned was due only to good fortune. 

Manufacturers in Saxony are agitating in 
favor of acommercial treaty with Germany. 
They urge especially that Russia be induced 
to reduce its tariff on textile machinery, in 
which, before Russia's tariff of 184 went into 
effect, Saxony had a tine export trade. Many 
Saxon factories were ruined by the prohibi- 
tory duty of 1884, and others have, been run at 
a loss in the hope that Russia would recon- 
sider its action. 

There is little prospect, however, that the 
negotiations with Russia will come to any- 
thing, as a condition precedent of any conces- 
sion on part of Russia will be ready 
money for/the Czar, and neither German 
statesmen por German bankers now care to 
give sinews of war to an ally of France. 

Deinhard’s Appointment Satis factory. 

The appointment of Vice-Admiral Dein- 
hard to be Chief of the North Sea Naval Sta- 
tion is generally approved. Deinhard has 
filled, with credit, many naval posts, and is 
one of the most trusted men in the German 
marine. , 

Official reports of Tuesday’s earthquake 
show that it was felt as far north as Poppels- 
dorf, and in Goarhausen to the South. In 
Coblenz, which was most affected, there were 
two shucks which displaced chimneys and 
rent walls and ceilings. 

The report that Gen, von Schweinitz. will 
retire from his position in St. Petersburg is 
denied. Itis said that he possesses the full 
confidence of the Czar as well as that of Em- 
peror William. The Emperor has pressed 
him to retain his post despite his failing 
health and has made the remark that 
** Schweinitz is as indispensable in St. Peters- 
burg as is Schouvaloff in Berlin.“ All this is 
from unofficial sources and therefore is to be 
taken with a grair of salt. 

The Senate of Hamburg has issued orders 
against the importation from Russia of feath- 
era, cheese, rags, fruit, vegetables, and butter. 
Further precautions against the cholera are 
under consideration. 

Judge Klotz. Radical member of Parlia- 
meat, died in Berlin yesterday, aged 79 years. 

Gen. Grolman, Commander of the Eleventh 
Army Corps, has again requested that he be 
allowed to retire, and the Emperor has as- 
sented with reluctance. Gen. Wittich, Adju- 
tant-General to the Emperor, will succeed to 
the command. Gen. Grolman is in ill health, 
and will go south for the winter. 


FEROCIOUS FROGS THAT ATTACK MEN. 


Adventures of a Georgian with the Croak- 
ers of the Chickamauga. 

Savannah News: People living on the line 
of the Chickamauga River are somewhat ex- 
cited over a number of strange and enormous 
frogs that infest the neighborhood. These 
frogs—for they greatly resem ble 
frogs— were brought to this coun- 
try from the . Mississippi swamp in 
A. D. 1886 and put in the Chickamauga River 
near this place. They are said to be of enor- 
mous size when grown. These being very 
small when brought are just now beginning to 
show what they can do. They are doing some 
mischief now. One has been catching chick- 
ens and is thought to have been driven to the 
mountains for refuge during the high waters, 
and while on his way back to the river, 
being very hungry, he caught a chicken to 
appease his hunger until he reached the river, 
where he could get fish, as they live princi- 
pally upon fish. When driven away by high 
tide and starved for a few days they will at- 
tack a person. They are said to be good food 
tor man, but have never been tried yet, as 
they are very hard to capture. The one that 
passed through would have been captured, 
but the man had to goto the house for his 
gun, and the frog made one leap and was out 
of reach of a fair shot after devouring quite a 
nuraber of chickens. The Lafayette M-ssenger 
reports that M. M. Burrows, Mr. Manley, and 
his son William were out in the bottoms a few 
days later and discovered something living 
near the river bank, which they th ught to be 
u lurge bran sack filled with something— 
thought it had probably floated from the mill 
above, and on going up for inspection found 
it to be one of these frogs. They, seeing 
the danger they were in, immediately 
made an attempt to get away. Mr. 
Manley being an old man directed his 
course to an old empty cotton-house which 
was near for refuge. ust as he was entering 
the house the frog seized his coat-tail, leaving 
him almost breathless and nothing but the 
shoulders and sleeves of his coat. A few min- 
utes later Monroe came pear the house where 
Mr. Manley had taken refuge, and seeing the 
frog tussling with the fragments of the coat 
said to himself: Has the frog torn Mr. Mau- 
ley to pieces and now in its mad career is tear- 
ing to pieces his clothes?“ The next thought 
that entered his miud was, Where was Will? 
Had he been murdered by the mad monster? 
Mr. Manley has been suffering from the shock 
ever since. While some of the reports about 
these monster frogs may be exaggerated, there 
is no doubt but that they are dangerous. 
Their enormous growth is a mystery. 


HOW DAHOMEYANS FIGHT IN JUNGLES. 


New Roads Cut Quickly and the Enemy 
Unexpectedly Attacked. 

The French have nowa large naval and 
military force on the coast and in Dahomey. 
At Whydah there was a Portuguese fort which 
a few months @go was evacuated. In June a 
Portuguese warship was ordered to cruise in the 
vicinity of Whydah. Col. Dodds, the French 
commander, when the blockade was ordered, 
gave the Europeans at Whydah time to leave. 
The Germans alone declined to go. The Ger- 
mans are in especial favor at Whydah, be- 
cause through them King Behanzin has been 
able to receive arms and ammunition. One 
of the German agents, Herr Richter. got into 
the good graces of the King and was invested 
with ahigh function. Herr Richter is an 
old artillery officer, and gave instruction in 
artillery to the Dahomeyans. He also drilled 
the natives in other respects and taught them 
how to shoot. The method of warfare fol- 
lowed by the Dahomeyans is one that does not 
promise weil for their annihilation. 
custom. of their army to never follow the 
roads or beaten tracks. ‘They cut a new road 
with inerediole swiftness through the 
forests and jungles and swoop down 
on an enemy when it is least expected. 
They are thoroughly acquainted with the 
jungle and a pursuit of them would be an al- 
most hopeless task. To conduct a guerrilla 
warfare of this character would be productive 
of great loss of life, not alone from the 
enemy,

LONDON TOWN GOSSIP 


CONJECTURES AS TO THE NEW 
CABINET’S PERSONNEL. 


Nothing Definitely Known, for the Queen 
Must First Be Consulted— Victoria's Ab- 
sence from London Will Compel Glad- 
stone to Journey to Osborne—It Was a 
Remarkable Scene When the Grand Old 
Man Walked to His Seat on the Night 
of Division. 

(NEW YORK THIBUNE CABLE. |! 

Lonpoyn, Aug. 14.—Lord Salisbury returned 
from Osborne yesterday morning, having 
handed the seals of office to his reluctant 
mistress. Mr. Gladstone will follow witb one 
visit, probably two, a necessity that fastens 
the public attention somewhat discontentedly 


on the situation. In one of her journals the“ 


Queen records how the Prince Consort urged 
upon her the desirability of being in L ndon 
at times of political crises. In her general 
deference to tne Prince’s opinion and respect 
for his memory the Queen has omitted to pay 
this particular tribute. Some weeks ago, at a 


time when a ministerial crisis was imminent, 


the royal household removed from Windsor 
to Osborne, and thither outgoing and incom- 
ing Ministers must needs repair in order to 
complete the ceremonial attendant on the 
change of government. 8 

It is bad enough for Lord Salisbury, 
who is yearning to be off on his holi- 
dav. For Mr. Gladstone it is almost in- 
tolerable. Apart from the question of 
age, the new Minister is beset with a 
pressure of work greater than can be con- 
veniently borne. To have in addition to this 
weight the task gratuitously thrust upon him 
of spending the best part of two days in jour- 
neying to and from Osborne fills the part of 
the proverbial last straw. Even if the Queen 
so much dislikes London as to shirk the obvi- 
ous and convenient practice of taking up her 


residence at Buckingham Palace until the 


Minmtry is formed she might meet the Minis- 
ters something more than half way by return- 
ing for a few days to her other country house 
at Windsor. 

You will not read anything about this in En- 
glish papers—at least not in the London dai- 
lies, but it is much talked of in political cir- 
cles, 
: The New Ministry. 

Beyond the facts that Lord Rosebery will be 
Foreign Secretary, Sir William MHarcourse 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and Mr. John 
Morley Irish Secretary, nothing yet is settled 
with respect to the formation of the new Min- 
istry. Even these appointments do not, as far 
as the outside public is concerned, rest upon 
anything more than conjectures; but, as the 
French say, they arrange themselves. They 
are inevitable, and the appointments to the 
foreign office and to the Irish office will «meet 
with unqualified approval. Even Mr. Cham- 
berlain, in his bitter speech of Thursday 
night, went out of the way to express his ap- 
proval of Lord Rusebery’s probable appoint- 
ment. ‘The value of this personal compli- 
ment is modified by the explanation that it 
was satisfactory because, on the question of 
Egypt, Lord Rosebery’s views are believed to 
be diametrically opposed to those of Mr. 
Gladstone and Mr. Morley. 

Sir William Harcourt at one period han- 
kered after the woulsack, but he has since 
fancied the exchequer, and during Mr. 
Goschen’s chancellorship he has played a 

rominent part in criticising his budgets. 

umurs are still persistently current of a mis- 
understanding between him and Mr. Glad- 
stone, owing to an alleged conspiracy by Sir 
Willian Harcourt to shelve his venera 
chief. ese are mere inventions by the 
enemy, as spiteful as they are weak. 

One sufficient reason why the rumors of 
other appointments boldly current are unre- 
liable is that up to yesterday Lord Salisbury 
was Premier. Of course, Mr. Gladstone may 
have his list drawn cj but it is locked in the 
innermost recesses of his mind. He is popu- 
larly and not unjustly accused of a proneness 
for a flux of languuge. His tendency to talk 
on certain occasions is, however, excelled by 
his severe uncommunicativeness on others. 
I have the best reason for knowing that up to 
last nigut none of his ex-colleagues had re- 
ceived any direct intimation of his proposals 
in view of a new ministry. 


Royalty’s Approval Needed. 


Even when these are made the public will 
have t» wait and guess till the Queen's pleas- 
ure has been taken. There is nothing her Maj- 
esty is a greater stickler for than the ubservance 
of form; that ministerial appointments shall 
have been communicated tu her and received 
her approval before being made public. There 
are well authenticated cases in recent years 
where an accidental breach of this rule has 
proved disastrous to the intended recipient of 
honor, the Queen declining to approve an ap- 
pointment or the bestuwal of an honor be- 
cause she has first learned the intention of the 
Prime Minister in a newspaper paragraph. 

Next to the appointment of Lord Rosebery 
the question that excites the largest measure 
of interest in the public mind is whether Mr. 
Labouchere will get anything, and if so, what? 
His name is linked with that of Sir 
William Harcourt in the story about 
the offense to Mr. Gladstone by back- 
stair machination. What is really true is 
that Mr. Gladstone was buffed by Mr. La- 
bouchere's persistent suggestion that home 
rule should be displaced in favor of registru- 
tion form, one man, one vote, and other 
planks of the radical program. That is not 
an insufferable objection, and Mr. Gladstone 
never nuttured malice, It is pretty certain 
Mr. Labouchere will have an office offered to 
him, eveu of cabinet rank, some gossips say. 
What is more uncertain is whether he will ac- 
cept it. Talking with him a year ago on the 
subject he spoke emphatically in the negative 
sense, but at that time the offer had not been 
made. To be a Minister with a seat in the 
cabinet is a high and laudable ambition, irre- 
sistible to most Englishmen. 


“Labby'’s” Alternative. 


Mr. Labouchere’s acceptance would involve 
large sacrifices. He would have to abandon 
the agreeable position he now fills of farceur 
and of free lance in the House of Comm ns. 
Moreover. he would be obliged to give up the 
proprietorship and editorship of Truth, that 
interesting juurnal which brings him £13,000a 
yeur, and the unrivaled opportunity of saying 
things. 

This matter has, I believe, been discussed 
from a business point of yiew, and it is sug- 
gested that the journal might be transferred 
temporarily to other proprietorship. But 
Truth is Labouchere; the nomenclature is ex- 
changeable, and with his piquant personality 
and ready pen withdrawn the property would 
be seriously. even permanently, injured. 

Mr. Chamberlain has iacreased his parlia- 
mentary reputation by his speech on the no 
confidence vote. He had a magniticect audi- 
ence, the House being full to the utmost 
limits iff anticipation of a division. So great 
was the pressure that the Speaker authorized 
chairs being set forth in the lines flanking 
the benches, a thing seen only once in Parlia- 
meptary history, when Mr. Gladstone ex- 
plained the provisions of the Home-Rule bill 
in 1886. Mr. Chamberlain’s main object ir 
his speech was to show that Mr. Gladstone’s 
majority held within it seeds of inevitable dis- 
ruption and that the only chance of salvation 
for him and the Liberal party was to go over 
to the Dissentient Liberals. 

On the Conservative side, while admiration 
for Mr. Chamberlain's debating power and 
gratitude forhis assistance are unqualified, 
there is an easy feeli that he proved too 
much. Mr. mond, in an earlier speech, 
had insisted that no scheme of home rule 
would be satisfactory to the [rish Nationalists 
unless it left the Dublin Parliament in un- 
trammeled control of Irish affairs. 


An Unwelcome Problem, 
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lueid manner demonstrated d the precise Glad- 
stonian position. ! : 

The division taken at an early hour Friday 
morning was in some respects most re- 
markable recorded in history. Of 670 mem- 
bers composing the House only three were 
alent. Of these, two had paired and one 
was in Australia, he being paired off with the 
Speaker, who ranks as a dissentient Liberal. 
This left the Gladstonian majority at its pre- 
eise number of forty. blished at the gen- 
eral election. This total of the poll does not 
appear on the face of the figures, which show 
only 660 voting, but two seats are vacant and 
the four tellers and the Speaker do nut appear 
in the division lists.

table and seat himself in place assigned to 
the leader. The Ministerialist. had their turn 
when, after the declaration of the figures, 
Mr. Balfour rose to move an adjournment till 
next Thursday, They, too, cheered and waved 
their hats as the young: Saver stood at the 
table, a fitting tribute to rare capacity and in- 
domitable courage. 

Not Asiatic Cholera, 

The possible approach of cholera creates 
very little alarm here, albeit it is still heard of 
in Paris. Some doctors having had an oppor- 
tunity of inquiry declare it is not Asiatic chol- 
era that has frightened the Parisians, but 
something far less portentous: The latest vis- 
itation is repurted from St. Petersburg, where 
it is said an unmistakable case of Asiatic chol- 
era has resulted fatally: While no alarm in 
the matter is publicly manifested here, the 
local government board have.privately issued 
a word of warning to the metropolitan author- 
ities. Paris is too near London, the stream 
of intercommunication too constant to permit 
an incursion of cholera on the Seine to be ob- 
served with incifference from the banks of the 
Thames. H. W. L. 


DYED HER HAIR TO OUTWIT HER LOVER 


Efforts of a St. Louis Man to Prevent His 
Niece’s Marriage—Ends Happily. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Ang. 13.—Kidnaped, taken 
to a farm, her hair cut and dyed to con- 
ceal her identity while she was forcibly 
detained, are the sensational features of a 
peculiarly romautic love affair which de- 
veloped this morning through the applica- 
tion of a young man named George Lewis 
for a marriage license to wed Lillie Buel, a 
pretty girl who lived with her mother and 
uncle in South St. Louis. The latter was her 
guardian and is a well-known livery man. 
The story of the tribulations of the young 
lovers is aremarkable one. The girl’s uncle 
bitterly opposed the natch, and the extremes 
to which both he and her mother went to sep- 
arate the young couple was little less than 
base persecution. hen Lewis called at the 
Recorder’s office this morning he explained 
that Miss Buel was sick in bed, Before grant- 
ing the license Deputy DeJong, who had rea- 
son to feel scmewhat suspicious, uested to 
see the bride prospective. He was “acvording- 
ly taken to No. 12 North Seventh street, where 
in arvom over George Lewis’ saloon Miss 
Buel was fouud. Satisfied as to the legal 
status of the case, De Jong pr. ceeded to fill 
out the license. In the meantime Lewis had 
summoned Justice Carroll; Miss Buel was 
propped up in bed and the ceremony of mak- 
ing the lovers man and wife was about to be 
performed when asharp rap at the coor 
startled those in the room. 

A moment later Sergt. MeNamee presented 
himself with a warrant for the groom on a 
charge of enticing from her home a minor. 
Lewis, accompanied by the sick girl and his 
brother George, who runs the saloon in ques- 
tion, went to the Four Courts. There the 
girl’s mother was awaiting them. There 
was a stormy scene, but all ended well, for 
at last the mother relented and consented 
to the wedding, which subsequently took place 
at the residence of the rector of the Inde- 
pendent Evangelist Church. The sensational 
phase of the case is told by George Lewis, 
brother of the smitten Charley. According to 
his statement Lillie was stolen away by force 
about two weeks ago. By appointment she 
met her uncle on Locust street. When she 
came she found him in waiting with a car- 
riage. She was forced into the vehicle and 
driven away to a house in the West End, 
locked into a room, and afterward taken 
across the ri ver to a small town in IIIlinois. 
She was warned by her uncle to give up aill 
hope of ever seeing her lover again. Her hair 
was cut and dyed witha view to concealing 
her identity. 

After a confinement of about ten days she 
escaped, came to St. Louis, and went to her 
lover. So great was the change wrought in 
her appearance that he scarcely recognized 
her. Her beautiful brown tresses were dyed 
a dirty black, and the effect was actually re- 
pulsive to the lover, who swore he would get 
even with the scheming uncle. Since the 
escape of Lillie from the control of her 
uncle she has been boarding over Lewis’ 
saloon at No. 12 North Seventh street. George 
Lewis also says that the uncle's object in 
fighting the marriage was to continue to act 
as guardian for Lillie's property willed her by 
her father. 


INCANDESCENT LAMPS FOR MINES, 


Experiments Suggested to Determine Their 
Value in Gaseous Cavities. 
Considerable attention is being drawn to 
the question of lighting the breasts, rooms, 
and headings of coal mines by means of the 
incandescent lamps, not only on the score of 
a great etfulgenée of light, but also on account 
of the extra safety which is claimed on its be- 
half. The matter nas been frequently discussed 
and has given rise to the suggestion that some 
definite test should be made to determine the 
exact status of the incandescent lamp in case 
of breakage in a mine where dangerous gases 
are present. Of course it is not 
proposed that the risk of an explosion 
should be invited before the subject has been 
solved beyond dispute, but it should be a com- 
paratively easy matter to attain this 
solution in the laboratory, where 
every facility is at hand for the 
performance of such an experiment. It 
would be highly interesting, for if it can be 
shown beyond doubt that the incandescent 
lamp possesses attributes as a lighting 
agency far beyond any of the known 
existing lamps, its eneral advent 
in mines throughout t length and 
breadth of the land will only be a matter of a 
short space of time. It is already being 
used in mapy extensive plants in Penn- 
sylvania and Colorado and has given un- 
equivocal satisfaction. So far, however, 
there is no record of such a lamp 
being broken in a ous mine, but it may 
on other grounds conceded considerable 
merit, forgas that might penetrate another 
lamp could not penetrate the incandescent 
(unless it was broken) since the vacuum is a 
safe preventive. ‘There is so much at stake in 
the safety of lives and the security of property 
that considerable profit may reasonably be 
anticipated te accrue from a discussion in the 
premises.—The Black Diamond,

JERRY SIMPSON’S REPORT WAS

It Was Signed by Him, Though Written 
by Watson, and Cannot Be Found in

| The House Democratic Committee on Print- 


ing has deen guil'y of a shabby piece of busi- 
ness at the expense of the Alliance Representa- 
tives.

** Jags’’ came from the printer yesterday. It 
contains the report of the Democratic mem- 
bers of the committee and also a short report 
by the Republicans. But Jerry Simpson’s re- 
port, which, by the way, was written by Wat- 
son and merely signed by Simpson, is left out. 
Now when an inquiry is received for the re- 
port of the Committee on Jags, the Demo- 
cratic officials will send out the printed vindi- 
cation signed by the Democratic and Repub- 
lican members. Otis of Kansas smelt a mouse. 
He heard dark rumors about a diabolical 
scheme to circumvent the astute Alliance 
party, and especially tarried in Washington to 
get wind of the scheme. He had several 
stormy interviews. 

At the printing office he was told that Simp- 
son’s report had not been received there, and 
they had no authority to edit or arrange copy 
sent to them to be printed. That was a mat- 
ter for the consideration of the Committee on 
Printing, Away he went to the Committee 
on Printing to remonstrate with the clerk, 
who smilingly reassured bim that it would all 
come out right 
patience and trust to time, 

He received yesterday the report in two in- 
stallments. One was the vindication and the 
other was a dispeptic looking report of a few 
pages, cuntaining the conclusions of Jerry 
Simpson. Mr. Otis was mad. He filled his 
pockets with copies of Mr. Simpson’s report 
and left Washington in positive disgust. 


TRYING TO STRETCH A POINT. 


Would Construe the Constitution Against 
Monetary Commissioners. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 14.—[Special. ]— 
A labored effort has been made to show that 
Senators Allison and Jones and Representa- 
tive McCreary are ineligible for the places to 
which they have been appointed on the Inter- 
national Monetary Commission, It is claimed 
that they come within the provision of the 
Constitution prohibiting members of .Con- 
gress during the time for which they were 
elected from appointment to any civil cflice 
which shall have been created during such 
time. The pomt made is that the 
clause in the Sundry Civil bill author- 
izing the President to appoint five members 
of the International Monetary Commission 
creates’ a new office and that therefore no 
Senators or Representatives in the Fifty-sec- 
ond Congress can be named. There is noth- 
ing to the point. The President had authority 
under existing law to call the Monetary con- 
ference and name the members who would 
represent the United States in it. The invita- 
tions were issued to foreign nations months 
before the Sundry Civil bill became a law. 
That bill merely makes more specific the 
President's authority to name the Commis- 
sioners in fixing the appropriation for the con- 
ference and $80,000 is appropriated for the ex- 
penses. instead of creating new offices it is 
declaratory in its nature. Com mission- 
ers are not confirmed by the Senate. 

-The whole subject was considered by the 
President and leading men in Congress and 
they were unanimously of the opinion that the 
Constitution was no bar to the appointment of 
Senators or Representatives. 
has a broader power of appointment of Spe- 
cial Commissioners ’’ than is generally known. 
President Cleveland sent Edward Atkinson 
to Europe asa Special Commissioner to in- 
vestigate silver. He also named Messrs. An- 
gellaud Putnam Special Fishery Commis- 
sioners. During the present administration 
Mr. J. W. Foster served as a Special Commis- 
sioner in negotiating the reciprocity treaties. 
It is true that none of these men was a mem- 
ber of Congress, but their appointments 
showed that the mere appropriation to pay for 
acertain object is not necessarily construed as 
creating a new civil office. 

If the view were taken that Senators and 
Representatives cannot serve on the Interna- 
tional Monetary Commission it might just as 
well be held that Senator Morgan of Alabama 
cannot serve as a Bering Sea arbitrator. The 
treaty providing for arbitration was ratified 
by the Senate in this Congress, which also 
passed a law fur an appropriation.

Horace and Virgil. 

Lovers of literature will be interested in the ro- 
cent discovery in a small house of the buried City 
of Pompeii of two medallions representing respect- 
ively Horace and Virgil. The death of Horace 
occurred eight years before the Christian era, and 
that ot Virgil ten years earlier, while the date of 
the destruction of Pompeii by the eruption of 
Vesuvius is A. D. 79. Hence the portraits are not 
contemporary, — they cannot be placed ve 
long after the age of the poets. But altho 
they are in that respect only fancy te, M. 
Gaston Boisier has pointed out to the ch 
Académie des Inscriptions that they have a dis- 
tinct resemblance to the miniatures of Horace 
and Virgil given in the manuscripts of the twelfth 
and thirteenth centuries. The Pompeiian me- 
dallions are only of a very mediocre ¢harac- 
ter when regarded solely from an artistic 
standpoint. This very fact strengthens the idea 
of a continuous artistic tradition as to the bodily 
presentment of the two poets. The Pompeiian 
artist and the monastic scribe could have had no 
direct connection, but they may easily ve de- 
rived their from acommon source. An- 
other point of interest is to see the | cri 
cism within less than a century after their death 
linking er Horace and Virgil. How en- 
during their fame is may be realized if we remem- 
ber that now, after the lapse of nineteen centu- 
ries, they have more readers aud admirers than 
at receding period. It is to be feared that 
ioe at the literary reputations of modern ages 
will withstand so successfully “the cankered 
tooth of Time.” —Manchester Guardian.

business situation, the chief among these affect- 
ing our currency. The price of silver in the mar- 
kets of the world has fallen lower than was ever 
known before in commercial history. At the same 
time the market for sterling exchange keeps up 
in an abnormal mannef. It is still up to the gold 
exporting point, and we continue to ship gold 
abroad. As a rule sterling rates begin to decline 
with the month of July. It is almost unparal- 
leled that they should remain at the exporting 
point for so long and upto so tate a date as they 
have this year, The decline in the price of silver 
is taken as of much more serious account by the 
foreigners than we have been inclined to view it. 
The market for silver has been so persistently 
heavy and the decline so gradual and steady that 
no great amount of attention has been paid to it 
in the United States and it has had little influ- 
ence upon business affairs. Even the 
speculative markets have taken no great 


account of the extraordinasy price. There is 


great uneasiness abroad regarding the silver 
situation. The London markets have been 
demoralized largely as a result of the decline. 
There is much apprehension there as to the effect 
of this decline upon our currency and our securi- 
ties. The foreign financial papers are devoting 
much space to the discussion of the matter and 
there is wide uneasiness over the situation. 
General business isso excellent inthe United 
States that the average business man has paid 
little attention to the course of the silver market. 
General business is really on an enormous scale, 
although it is being done in such a quiet manner, 
and so little stir is being made about it, that the 
real volume of the country’s trade is not gener- 
ally appreciated. Bank clearings show uniform 
gains throughout the conntry, and the gains are 
extremely large. They are the most marked 


throughout the West and the Northwest. The 


Pacific coast and the South continue depressed, 
but everywhere else there is a great volume of 
business and a satisfactory commercial situation. 

The fear is expressed in some quarters that the 
uneasiness of the foreigners on the score of silver 
depression will cause a heavy selling of American 
securities. At the same time our exports are 
likely to be much smaller than they were a year 
ago, decreases in the oatflow of cotton and grain 
being certain. These conditions, it is feared, 
may throwthe balance of tiade agsinet us 80 
that we shall continue exporting gold instead of 
getting any of it back that has already been sent. 

The differences between the iron manufacturers 
and the Amalgamated Association have been ad- 
justed during the week, and the threatened 
strike of iron-workers has been averted. A large 
number of mills will resume operations at once. 
The settlement was arrived at by mutual conces- 
sions. By the agreement, the basis of puddling 
remains the same, but the mer in the finishing 
department have been reduced 10 percent. The 
settlement only affects the Pittsburg district, but 
it is thought goat the manufacturers elsewhere 
will sign this Same scale. 

The week has been one of the most. remarkable 
that the local stock market bas ever seen. Never 
before have there been such changes in market 
quotations. North Side Street railroad stock ad- 
vanced a clear 324% points. West Side stock ad- 
vanced 14½ points, and City railway stock sold 
up 7 points. It now seems certain that some plan 
is contemplated by the insiders who have u 
advancing these street-car stocks. which will re- 
sult in the issue of new securities and e in 
a consolidation of two or more companies. The 
secret is well guarded as to just what this plan is 
as yet. There has been much speculation, and 
some apparently authoritative statements have 
been made, but they are really little more than 
guesses.

ROSA SPARR MISSING. 


STRANGE DISAPPEARANCE OF AN 
IOWA SCHOOL TEACHER. 


Letters Received from Her Dated at Towns 


in | Illinois, Yet at These Places No 
Trace of the Girl Can Be Had—How a 
Blow Aimed with Murderous Intent 
Caused the Shotgun to Be Discharged, 
Killing the Assailant—General News 
from Northwestern Towns. 

WATERLOO, Ia., Aug. 14.—[Special.]—The 
publicity given the disappearance of Miss 
Rosa Sparr, the young schoolteacher, has 
caused widespread interest in this county. 
She closed her school in Barclay Township in 
October last and stated that she had secured 
a similar position in De Kalb, III. She left 
home and soon letters began to be received 
from her dated at Springville, III., but post- 
marked at De Kalb. The correspondence was 
regularly kept up between her and her rela- 
tives until Feb. 13 last, when a letter was re- 
ceived from her dated at Cedar Rapids, Ia. 
This letter stated that the school-house in 
which she had been teaching had been par- 
tially destroyed by fire, that she had been 
given a two weeks’ vacation and would spend 


it visiting with relatives of two young meu 


who boarded at the place she did. These rela- 
tives, she wrote, lived in Cedar Rapids, and 
she added that a sister of the young men re- 
ferred to was with her. 

This was the last letter that has ever been 
received from her, and since that time nothing 
has been learned regarding her whereabouts. 

Her brother has just returned from De 
Kalb, III. He earned there that the County 
Superitendent had no knowledge of any such 
person teaching school anywhere in the vi- 


cinity of De Kalb, neither did he know any- 


thing about the school-house burning as she 
mentioned in her letter. It was ascertained 
at the postoffice that letters for her were reg- 
ularly called for by some one until ia Feb- 
ruary last, si which time they have re- 
mained undelivered, The brother also visited 
Springville, III., and Cedar Rapids, Ia., but in 
neither place could he get any trace of his sis- 
ter. | 

Miss Sparr is a handsome brunette a little 
above the medium height. She is about 22 
years of age and was ono of the most success- 
ful teachers in the rural schools of this coun- 
ty. Shehas many relatives in this and ad- 
joining counties. No explanation can be giv- 
en roe, bes disappearance, and her friends have 
kept the matter a secret until recently.
